"We have created a monster... 


Maybe ... we can domesticate the beast." 


In attempting. to answer the 
questionnaire in your April 27, issue, I 
realized that you were asking the wrong 
questions. You ask who is the reader, 
how deeply is he committed to the 
sport, what are his tastes in bikes and 
types of competition, and what does he 
like to read in your paper. I believe you 
already know the answers to these 
questions; if not, you know where to 
get them without requiring an answer 
sheet. You know quite well that your 
paper is printed extension of 
conversations, bench-racing sessions, 
weekend rides, races, attitudes and 
aspirations found in millions throughout 
the southwest. 

That is a bad thing, for it perpetuates 
the conditions which now exist in 
California. At least it is bad if not 
accompanied by an equal measure of 
warning that all is not right. Cycle News 
has done a lot lately to play the 
Cassandra role; if it weren’t for you I 
doubt that M.O.R.E. would exist. Your 
public service editorials, your pleas 
imploring attendance at land use 
hearings, your exhaust silencer tests are 
all noble efforts. But they are not 
enough by one-tenth. Nothing less than 
a full-scale devotion by Cycle News to 
finding solutions will be adequate. Here 
is why. 

The history of American 
motorcycling can be studied in minutest 
detail simply by reviewing what has 
happened through the years in Southern 
California. Everything we have done 
here since about 1950 has been 
subsequently replayed by a cast of 
millions throughout the country. I say 
this not out of chauvinistic pride, but 
out of a feeling of horror for what may 
yet occur. Reflect on our problems with 
the cities, counties, state and BLM; you 
see the prototype of a nationwide 
problem certain to develop within a 
year or two. 

The cyclists in my generation are 
responsible for the explosive increase in 
technology within the sport. In the 
1950's we advanced the development of 
English street and dirt machinery by our 
discernment as buyers. We caught 
scrambling fever in a big way, and the 
rest of the country followed our lead. 
We formulated and supported 
cross-country racing in a big way. In the 
1960's we in the southwest purchased 
more Japanese bikes than the rest of the 
nation. We communicated our likes and 
dislikes to these manufacturers by our 
actions in the marketplace. And the 
whole world became the beneficiary of 
our astuteness. We educated our wives 
and children too. In ten years we 
rotated the biker image 180 degrees, 
and started a whole wave of junior bike 
freaks off in the right direction. 


There were some pretty bad mistakes 
made also. Remember Catalina? After 
the 1957 races a crowd of people were 
roistering on the afterdeck of the good 
ship Avalon. Somebody tied a flag bag 
to the cable end of a windlass, and 
winched the bag over the side. Within 
the next minute 600 yards of cable had 
reeled off, pulling the windlass, 
binnacle, and two feet of railing behind 
it. The Checkers and the Aces were in 
stitches. (Frank Cooper says he used to 
pay the Avalon street urchins a penny a 
can to clean up the town after the races. 
Who do you suppose paid the steamship 
company for damages to their vessel?) 


Remember Big Bear? By the time I 
was a good enough rider to make the 
part where you go up the mountain to 
Fawnskin, they had deleted that part. I 
drove a car up the hill in 1958 to watch 
the survivors finish the race; only to 
learn a whole lot (in advance) about 
why we would soon be banned from Big 
Bear. It wasn’t the racers, they were 
barely touching the ground. It was the 
bikers, clubbers, groupies, trippers of all 
varieties. They were methodically 
trashing anything of value between 
Lucerne and Fawnskin, as though 
someone had offered to pay them a 
penny a cabin. 

I mention these incidents for two 
reasons. First, I would like to think that 
we are all above that sort of thing these 
days. And we are, if the behavior of 
thousands of celebrants at Elsinore is any 
index. The town wasn’t exactly cleaner 
after the races than before, but it wasn’t 
a total loss by a long shot. 

No, I believe that somehow we 
learned ‘our manners: -And we- -are 


bringing our children up to learn theirs 
too. But the vandalism problem could 
reoccur someday, if we’re ever again 
honored with a Catalina or Big Bear 
type affair. We must be prepared to stop 
bad conduct before it occurs. 

Secondly, I’m sure that the victims of 
our past excesses have clear memories of 
those days. Now who do you suppose 
those folks are? Well, who lives in 
Avalon or has a yacht tied up in the 
Bay? Who owns cabins in Big Bear? 
Upstanding leading citizens, officials, 
landowners, stockholders, that's who. 
People who finance conservation drives, 
who breed and ride horses, who take a 
protective stand for this land's heritage 
and beauty. In a word or two, our 
opponents. 

We must find a way to tell these 
people that motorcycling is trying to be 
different now, that attitudes have 
improved, and that we share their 
concern for enduring values. To do this 
we must understand something about 
our opponents. I am about to 
characterize a certain type of person, 
not necessarily rich or famous, who 
wields a disproportionate degree of 
influence in the political affairs of our 
country. 

An awful lot of political privilege is 
being given today to the spokesmen for 
Ecology. Beneath much of their 
contention is the idea that we must stop 
the industrial revolution. Their fear is 
epitomized by the tendency of 
everything man-made, from babies to 
bombs, to proliferate exponentially. It's 
only a theory, but a fat lot of good that 
does because it’s also plausible. 
Philosophical liberals have adopted the 
notion, using it as a general-purpose 
argument for doing everything their 
way. Just think, they say, stop making 
babies and we'll all have enough of 
everything. Ban engines and we'll have 
clean air. Ban bombs and we'll have no 
wars. Ban motorcycles and we'll have 
virgin forests. (Stop breathing and we'll 
have no sickness or poverty, and nature 
will once again be free of the destructive 
human race.) 

If this vignette is offensive to your 
own political views, let me give one 
warning word.  Liberaliim as a 
philosophy of humanitarian, planned 
progress has long warred with the 


* political force called liberalism. What 
finer thing, Issak Walton would say, can 


there be than a trail bike which would 
open the woods and forest to the 
enjoyment of all? What more repulsive 
thing can there be, says the professional 
liberal spokesman, than a trail bike 
fouling the pristine forest air? Liberal 
ideology, which had until recently 
become the reedy gasp of old failed 
philosphers, is now stridently sung in 
the brand new language of ecology. But 
the meaning has changed. The goal is no 
longer ‘help us help ourselves’; it is now 
‘protect us from ourselves’; or (worse) 
‘protect mother nature from us’! The 
implications are ominous... 

Back to your questionnaire. Had you 
asked questions that I consider 
important, here are the answers I would 
have given. 

Yes, your paper is outstanding in 
general. You have an enthusiastic 
audience and a clientele of happy 
advertisers. Yes, you fill a tremendous 
gap just beautifully, by pleasing racers 
and fans alike with prompt coverage of 
competitive events. Yes, with the 
exception of proofreaders (whom I 
doubt you even employ), and the staff 
illiterate scrambling around each week, 
your crew is top-notch. 

No, you are not writing about enough 
of the right things. At this moment, the 
right things are (in approximately 
chronological sequence): 


Forming a National Rifleman's 


Association sort of body, 
comprising everybody on two 
wheels; 


Hiring 50 or 500 or 5000 lobbyists 
if necessary; 
Naming names regarding the good 
officials and the bad officials, for 
reference at election time; 
Organizing demonstrations, 
resistance marches, all those horrid 
but effective attention-getters: 
Assisting the media (who will 
inevitably cover any demonstration) 
in interpreting our goals; and, 
ultimately, articulating our goals as 
“few people can*as-wel-as»you:- «es 


Finally, I believe that the goals of 
MORE and MIC and of you and me 
have become somewhat confused. I 
contend that we have three basic, 
separable goals to espouse and fight for. 
You editorialize about each of them 
quite well, and in such a manner that, 
each editorial taken apart from the rest, 
your points get across. The problem is 
that the shotgun effect of all the issues 
being aired at once leaves the reader 
with an overall feeling of helpless panic. 
Remember, we the readers are maybe 
the last of the rugged individualists; it’s 
difficult to teach us anything, much less 
a whole philosophical attitude, much 
less overnight. 

The three basic goals which I contend 
we must aim for are: 

(1) Personal freedoms on the road — 
parity with other motorists — freedom 
from restrictive legislation directed at us 
only. I’m thinking of helmet laws as I 
write this, but they are not exactly what 
I mean. I approve of helmet laws and 
goggle laws personally, but only for the 
same reason that I approve of all cars 
having windshields. I believe them to be 
an extension of the vehicle. More 
precisely I mean crash-bar laws and 
seat-belt (!) laws and modular enclosure 
laws, and all the fignewtons-of the 
bureaucratic mind which will begin 
appearing after the last automobile has 
been filled with jello. 

(2) Freedom of the public lands, 
within reason and granting some 
concessions on our part. I refer here to 
freedom to ride the trails as do the 
horsemen and hikers, not freedom to 
run Elsinore down the middle of Los 
Padres. Trail riding, like packing a 
revolver, is one of few freedoms the 
defense of which is difficult at best; but 
essential. for the preservation of the 
individual human. I referred earlier to 
the need for an NRA — type 
organization. It’s essential if we are to 
get a fiscal base and a political popular 
front established. So is a group like 
Ducks Unlimited, to foster the 
development of new riding areas (Trails 
Unlimited?). So is a government body at 
the state level, similar to the 
Department of Fish and Game, whose 
purpose would be the preservation and 
policing of trails. In fact, almost every 
aspect of the sports of hunting and 
fishing have counterpart aspects in the 
sport of trail riding. And the sooner we 
admit this to ourselves, and submit to 
the ideas of trail licenses, trail rules, trail 
seasons, trail preservation and 
husbandry (just as have hunters and 
fishermen), the sooner we can formulate 
policy for ourselves. And wouldn’t it be 
better for us, let’s say through Russ 
Sanford or 50 Russ Sanfords, to draw 
up regulations and policies for the state 


governments, than for assemblyman 
Foran to do it for us? 

(3) Freedom to race on private lands, 
subject only to civil statutes defining 
order and quiet; and freedom to race on 
designated public lands existing for the 
purpose. Bob Bailey was screwed by the 
Carson City Mothers out of a charming 
little cycle park. It would have been 
sandwiched between a foundry, two 
junk yards, three machine shops and a 
pet cemetery. Which of those neighbors 
do you suppose objected to his idea? 
What the hell difference did it make to 
Carson? I live about four miles from 
Carson, and some nights I can’t even 
hear the foundry over the roar from the 
residential chicken coops. Sure, Bob 
would have had to rent his patented 
silencer to all customers, but he could 
have learned to live with it. The point is 
that you and Bob know who had their 
palms out for tribute; who the witnesses 
for the prosecution were; and who 
finally turned their thumbs down on his 
license. Why not tell us, the readers? 
And tell us and tell us, until at election 
time we can have our turn too? 

We need the ability to get laws and 
lawmakers jettisoned, until we are 
finally treated as standard human 
beings. But until we have the right to 
kill and maim ourselves on Bob Bailey's 
property, I doubt that Uncle Ronnie or 
Uncle Sam will allow us to do it at Red 
Rock Canyon. 

That's the second half of the freedom 
to race: the freedom to organize events 
to be run on public lands. (It is essential 
to read this goal completely apart from 
that of trail riding, for several obvious 
reasons — I won't go into that, and 
anyway you have alluded to the two 
goals as individual topics often in the 
past.) It's one thing to convince the 
government that San Gabriel River 
Wash, for example, is useless except as a 
race course. It’s a whole ‘nuther 
problem to convince the San Gabriel 
Valley Racers club that every one of 
their ‘desert’ runs must be a ‘wash’ run 
in the same wash every time. But if 
what my old aunt from Peoria says 
really is true, and California really is just 
a lot of dismal places all jammed 
together, maybe we can get the state to 
declare about 200 different places 
dismal enough for our use. 

Do you see my point? What purpose 
is served by devoting Cycle News to 
news about cycles, when doom is so 
near? I’m afraid you underestimate 
either the enemy’s abilities, or the 
cycling fraternity’s strength. They (the 
liberals) managed to turn most of the 
world into a gigantic collectivist 
funnyfarm. Now their world is getting 
out of control again, so they are bound 
to change it some more. That's their 
philosophy... 

We the cycle crazies have created a 
monster. Maybe if we use a little ‘Gung 
Ho’ (which means ‘work together’ in 
Chinese — but you editors know all 
those things) we can domesticate the 
beast. We need the help of your staff.

THE PUBLISHER ANSWERS... 


One of the purposes of our Reader Profile 
Questionnaire was to pry loose additional 
comments like you have so generously 
provided, Greg. | agree that California is the 
proving ground for many new trends in 
motorcycling (though not all. U.S. motocross 
started in New England circa 1958 and 
enduros, for example, were popular in the 
east years before they caught on in the west.) 
Unless California can solve its problems of 
land use, those problems will multiply 
nationwide in a very few years. 

We'd encourage the formation of some 
kind of pressure group on the order of NRA. 
But please realize that the National Rifle 
Association is subsidized to the tune of 
several million dollars a year by the U.S. 
Government, in exchange for training 
shooters, supposedly for national defense. A 
National Motorcyclist Association would have 
to operate without the benefit of gbvernment 
subsidy. 

The AMA is actively concerned with 
achieving the first and 3rd basic goals that 
you describe. At present the MIC Land Use 
Committee is seeking answers to the freedom 
of public lands for casual motorcycle 
recreation. It is hoped that this concern can 
be assumed eventually by the state and 
regional dealer associations, once techniques 
have been devised. MIC is also concerned with 
the freedom to race on private land, for the 
reason you mentioned. 

Our problems are not entirely ecological, as 
you have said. But our dismal reputation as 
hell-raisers and undesirables have helped the 
ecological extremists tie the can to our 
collective tail. Our image is much the same 
now as the image that the lone horseman held 
in the public mind about the turn of the 
century. Seventy years ago, the man on the 
horse was often-a drifter and meant trouble to 
the more sedentary burghers of the 
community. Horsemen had to work hard to 


change this image, and it has taken a long- 


time. Now people only identify horse riders 
with good things — community parades, 
leisurely recreation, the “sport of Kings.” 

We have taken the first steps toward 
laundering our image by overwhelmingly 
outnumbering the undesirables in our ranks 
with nice, average people. Now we have to 
help the general public identify motorcycles 
with good things. It will take lots of doing, on 
the smallest local level as well as at the state 
and national end. Motorcycle enthusiasts 
should participate in community projects, 
drives and activites AS MOTORCYCLISTS, 
letting it be know that they like bikes and do 
good besides. How often I have spoken to 
politicians who don’t believe there are so 
many motorcycle people in his district 
because he had never met one of us, until a 
threat to our existence arises, and then there 
we are! i 

We've got to make our presence known in a 
positive way before our enemies move in on 
us. It's not who you know, but who knows 
you as a motorcycle enthusiast, that saves our 
sport's bacon every time an anti-motorcycle 
question comes before a community. “Gung 
ho” is the right attitude, all right, but in this 
case we'd all be better off working together 
with the non-motorcyclists in our schools, 
communities, service clubs, political parties, 
YMCA, churches, charities; et cetera AS 
MOTORCYCLISTS. 

This doesn't have to be a drag. Community 
service is fun, almost as much fun as 
motorcycling. It's a gas to blow their minds 
by talking up motorcycling when they 
thought they had you pegged as a ''normal" 
human being! 

Meanwhile, we'll keep pointing out the 
pleasure of motorcycle riding, racing, 
modifying and maintaining. “And that’s what 
it’s all about,” as the toothpaste commercial 
says, “isn’t it?" E

DON’T WRITE & YOU WON'T 
RIDE 


Attention Riverside County Residents: 

On April 30, the Riverside County 
Parks Advisory Commission met to 
consider, among other things, the off 
road vehicle problem. After 
hearing several workable suggestions, 
the Commission voted to have a survey 
of six operational dump sites as possible 
riding areas and a survey of ecological 
effects from off road vehicle use. 

They then decided that they would 
not have a meeting this month, so it will 
be at least two months before they can 
recommend any action on even these 
unsatisfactory measures, which means 
that about 100,000 Riverside County 
residents cannot pursue their off road 
vehicle hobby, for at least that period of 
time. 

If you riders from Riverside County 
want to change the situation, you must 
make the Board of Supervisors aware of 
your desires. Personal contact with the 
individual Supervisors is best, but 
barring that, personal letters are most 
effective. Form letters or petitions have 
little effect. A thousand form letters or 
a petition with 10,000 names gets 
almost as much consideration as one 
brief personal letter. The thinking is 
that anyone will sign a petition, but if 
you care enough to sit down and write 
your own letter, you mean it. 

After you write your own letter, take 
the trouble and effort to talk at least 
two of your friends into writing theirs 
and promote the cause with your clubs 
and dealers. You will show the 
Supervisors etc. that there is too much 
interest in off road vehicles for the 
situation to be ignored any longer. 
Clubs and dealers will have to do some 
work on this, the little fellow can’t and 
won't do it all. 

Write before June 15, please, no 
letters from out of Riverside County.

SB 51 is popularly known as the 
“Auto Repair Fraud Bill.” Senator 
Anthony C. Beilenson introduced it in 
past years and it has been defeated, it is 
claimed, by major oil companies and 
new car dealers. This year it includes 
protection for the motorcycle repair 
customer! With our urging, the help of 
Russ Sanford of MORE and Senator 
Beilenson, it was amended for 
motorcycles. NOW IT’S UP TO YOU. 
We support it, MORE supports it, good 
and reputable dealers support it, 


Southern California Automobile Club 
supports it. 

SB 51 will create a new, self-financed, 
state bureau to license repair dealers, 


conduct spot inspections of repair shops 
and investigate complaints from citizens 
who feel they have been cheated. Shops 
violating the law will face loss of their 
licenses and be subject to prosecution 
for fraud. 

Letters to representatives supporting 
SB 51 are important now. We urge your 
editorial support of this bill and hope 
you will advise your readers to write 
Sacramento.

IT WORKS!. : 

In the March 30th article by Cliff 
Boswell titled “Build Yourself a Hack” 
— I used my daughter’s new SL 125 
Honda and proceeded to built a 
“HACK” which I have named “Town 
Car”. Coos Bay, Ore. is a town of 
15,000 people and I don’t know of 
another operating side car here, so we 
get an awful lot of looks whenever we 
tour around town. 





The over-all length of the car is 51”, 
width is 20”, height 28” — outside 
wheel to wheel 42” — ground clearance 
12". I didn't use a camber adjustment, 
instead I set both bike and side car 
wheels plumb. I did use the toe in 
adjustment which works great. I hooked 
up the side car brake and can use either 
or both to stop. The two top braces are 
bolted the same as the article shows. 
The bottom brace bolts on the outside 
of the bottom front motor mount. 

I can take it on or off in about 5 min. 
and you can put it on an SL-100 also — 
the upper frame is 1” sq. tubing, .065 
thick. The main frame .125 thickness. I 
sealed up inside of the frame work with 
pre-finished white marlite hard board 
1/8" thick, the bottom is %” exterior 
plywood, wheel and cycle are from 
Harless Outdoor Store, Coos Bay, Ore. 
the local Honda dealer. Paint work is by 


.. Tom & Gig's of Coos Bay. Stylecraft. did .. 
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the upholstery and used naugahyde for 
the seat with 3” of sponge rubber over 
plywood. The whole inside of the car is 
lined with floor mat material. 

* ] took your idea and installed black 
walnut top rail which really sets it off. 
Installed a stainless steel foot rest to 
finish the inside. I carry 40 pounds of 
air in the back tire of the cycle and 12 
pounds in the car. It's so comfortable 
and rides so smooth it's hard to make 
people get out when the ride is over. 
The total material including paint and 
upholstery, side panels and steel came 
to $80.00 — the labor took about three 
weeks, nights and weekends to 
complete. We have such a ball with it 
around town that it was well worth the 
effort to build it. I have been riding 





since I was 15 years old, I'm now 42 
and have had 42 different cycles.

MORE on Noise 

As I prepare this column, I am deeply 
filled with mixed emotions. Although 
the majority of California motorcyclists 
have already recognized that noise from 
motorcycles is our *A-number -1 worst 
enemy” and have silenced their 
motorcycles, there are still a few of you 
‘die-hards’ who haven’t seen the light. 
Undoubtedly, you will be displeased 
with what I am about to write. 

To date this year, there have been 18 
Bills introduced before the State 
Legislature to “eliminate motorcycle 
noise". Some are fairly reasonable, and 
some are impossible. As your lobbyist, I 
have been forced to *take a position' on 
this issue. Keep in mind that some of 
these 18 Bills are going to be passed, 
whether we like it or not. The general 
public is too ‘up-tight’ about our noise 
problem. 

As I see it, we have two possible 
courses of action: either to protest any 
form of legislation and settle for what 
we get, or propose a logical program and 
campaign for its passage instead of the 
unworkable programs. 

This is a summary of the anti-noise 
legislation which has been introduced: 

AB  2389(McAlister) Establishes 
project to eliminate all soruces of noise. 

AB 2390(McAlister) Allows local 
agencies and Dept. of Health to develop 
noise emission standards for all sources 
of noise. 

AB 578(Ryan) Prohibits operation or 
sale of motor-driven cycles if noise level 
exceeds 75dbA. 

SB 1340(Wedworth) Prohibits 
alteration of any vehicular equipment, 
including mufflers and exhaust system. 

AB 1003(Russell) Prohibits operation 
of vehicles with modified exhaust 
system which amplify sound. 

AB 1044(Schabarum) Prohibits sales 
of motorcycles manufactured after 
specified dates which exceed noise 
levels. Gradually decreases motorcycles 
to 70dba. 

AB 1045 (Schabarum) 


Prohibits 
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operation of motorcycles after specified 
dates with noise in excess of specified 
levels, gradually decreases to 7 4dba. 

AB 1046(Schabarum) Requires CHP 
to certify mufflers and prohibits use of 
non-certified mu fflers. 

AB 1551(Badham) Prohibits unusual 
or excessive noise and extends 
provisions to "motorcycles operated off 
the highways". 

AB 1864(Pierson) Similar to AB1044 
but 75dba. 

AB 1865(Pierson) Similar to AB1045 
but 70dba. 

AB 2365(Foran) Prohibits unusual or 
excessive noise and extends provisions 
“to all vehicles operated off, as well as 
on, the highways.” 

SB 693(Beilenson) Permits local 
ordinances against motorcycle noise. 

SB 694(Beilenson) Reduces noise 
level to  84dba for motorcycles 
manufactured after Jan. 1, 1973. 

SB 891(Whetmore) Prohibits 
operation and/or salé of motorcycles 


‘exceeding specified noise standards of 


difficult nature. 

SB 1012(Dills) Prohibits unusual or 
excessive noise and extends provisions 
“to motorcycles operated off the 
highways except motorcycles being 
operated in an organized racing or 
competitive event conducted by or 
under the authority of a recognized 
sanctioning body”. 

AB 2985(Z'berg) Similar to AB 578 
but reduces to 72dba. 

SB 1187(Carrell) Requirements 
unknown at this time. Bill not yet 
printed. 

This will give you some idea of the 
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legislative hodge-podge with which we 
and our elected representatives are 
confronted. 

The following is the exact wording 
which I have presented to our 
legislators, both in terms of explanation 
and in terms of recommendation: 

“It is important to us that you 
understand that the vast majority of 
California’s two million motorcycling 
enthusiasts recognize that noise is our 
worst enemy. Most of us have. already 
effected the restraints necessary to 
achieve favorable public acceptance 
through respect for other people’s 
rights. There are, unfortunately, a few 
persons riding motorcycles who have 
failed to heed our advice. 

It is indeed unfortunate that we must 
enact legislation to accomplish the 
restraints which are necessary for the 
protection and continuance of our form 
of sport and recreation. 

The question that we now face is, 
which of the proposed legislation should 
we endorse? But, before that question 
can be answered, we must comprehend 
the total problem: 

(a) The Vehicle Code applies only to 
those vehicles which are subject to 
registration, i.e., operated on streets and 
highways. The provisions of Section 
23130, 27150, and 27160 should be 
extended to motorcycles which are 
operated in an off-road capacity, with 
the exception of sanctioned competitive 
events on closed courses. 

(b) Law enforcement agencies, for 
various reasons, have grossly failed to 
enforce the provisions of Sections 
23130, 27150, and 27160. As a result 


Motocross 
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of this lack of enforcement, private 
citizens complain that motorcycles 
create too much noise and the reaction 
of our legislators is to lower the noise 
level limits. This is not the answer! It 
only places impossible demands on 
those of us who are attempting to 
comply with the law. And those who do 
not attempt to comply, will continue to 
create the noise until enforcement 
comes about! 

It is our recommendation and request 
that all proposed legislation be realigned 
in this manner: 

(a) Amend Section 27150 of the 
Vehicle Code in the manner prescribed 
by Senator Dills in SB 1012. 

(b) Amend Sections 23130 and 
27160 of the Vehicle Code to apply to 
all off-road motorcycles (including 
motor-driven cycles and mini-bikes). Do 
not change the noise level limits. 

(c) Introduce legislation in the form 
of a resolution demanding that all law 
enforcement agencies throughout the 
state actively engage in the enforcement 
of Sections 23130, 27150, and 27160. 

I am certain that the experts in this 
field will agree with our position that 
this is the only practical method of 
accomplishing your goals for noise 
reduction." 

And there you have it! The MORE 
position! I only hope that you will agree 
with me that this is our only logical 
answer to this problem. Whether you 
agree or not, I suggest that you write 
your elected representatives and let 
them know your personal feelings on 
this matter.

GARDENA, CAL., May 14, 1971 — 
Ascot presented its new double-header 
Short Track and T.T. program for the 
first time and it .was a winning 
combination from the opening lap. 

The fast moving program now 
becomes a regular part of the season and 
will run the first Friday night of each 
month from now until November. 

Gary Scott, by far and away the best 
Junior rider in the nation in any 
category, finally got his chance to 
compete against the Experts in the 
250cc short track program. AMA rules 
stipulate that all classes will ride as one 
and it give the Novice and Junior riders 
a chance to show what they can do 
against the Experts. 

Scott moved up consistently toward 
the main with three wins and held the 
pole position for the main. The others 
to make the main were Novices Scott 
Brelsford, Steve Nichols and Gary 
Caldwell messed in with Experts Gene 
Romero, Dave Aldana, Frank Gillespie 
and Dallas Baker. 

Scott, looking for his fourth straight 
win of the night, shot to the front.

Homeowners Association Seeks 
Closure of Corona Raceway

Residents across the Freeway from Corona Raceway banded together and were 
able to persuade the District Attorney of Riverside to issue an injunction against 
Raceway owners, Felice and Laura Lipari. The injunction forbids night and Sunday 
racing. As of today, Sunday racing will be allowed but the motorcycles, midgets and 
super-stocks have been eleiminated. 

The District Attorney, Byron Morton, acted on the recommendation of the 
Riverside County Board of Supervisors. The Homeowners appeared before them 
Monday morning en masse, protesting loudly, and demanding immediate action 
which they got. 

Tuesday found them before the Riverside City Council where they weren’t so 
successful. The Raceway is located in Corona and the Homeowners live. in an 
unincorporated area of Riverside so there was really nothing the Council could do. 
At the Council Meeting they were also met with some opposition, because, although 
they worked fast, the word got out and the camps were pretty much equally divided. 
John Sotelo was the only Councilman to come to the defense of the track and he has 
since been attacked and accused of having a closed mind. 

The homeowners claim noise is the beef and even though the Liparis have made 
silencers mandatory and are making arrangements to have accoustical walling 
installed, they are still dissatisfied. 

Judging from the statements made at a homeowners meeting it appears the only 
thing that will satisfy them is the complete closure of the facility. 

Harry Reinard, the man who chaired the meeting, stated “that anything short of 
the Astrodome would be unacceptable.” He received applause. 

Other comments: “They cannot exist with just Saturday afternoon racing." 

“We are after super-stocks, midgets and- motorcycles." 

“If they donate their track for mini-bikes only, we might drop everything.” 

“Too bad it didn’t include the Adventist Sabbath. We could have stopped 
Saturday racing too." This was met with laughter and applause. 

Besides the track racing they are planning to oppose the continuance of the Liparis 
use permit for their Cycle Park. They have not complained about the park but since 
there arc a few residences behind the track, they feel they have to stick together. 

This writer has been attacked on the radio because I attended the homeowners 
meeting; according to them, uninvited. The fact is the flyer they sent around, 
requested people from the La Sierra area of which I am a resident. It did not state 
you had to be on their side. I was asked to debate with them which I declined stating 
I was there as a member of the press and therefore an impartial observer. When told 
what paper, the response was definitely negative. 

Any of you who have raced on the Corona track know how fabulous it is and the 
same holds true for the park. The Lipari's need our help if they want to hold on and 
we must write letter to District Attorney Byron Morton, City Hall, Riverside, 
California. Supervisor Jones, Riverside, California and the Corona City Council 
voicing our support. Isn't it worth a few minutes to have years of pleasure? If these 
people can reach their goal it will be the start of shut downs of all our tracks! Get 
involved! 

The Benefit Motocross for slain police officers, Christianson and Teel will still be 
held at Corona on May 23rd and silencers are mandatory. 


lowa Passes Helmet Law, 
$100/30—Day Penalty Set 


Beginning July 1, 1971, Iowa 
motorcyclists will be compelled to wear 
helmets, reports Chet Winters of the 
AMA quoting from an article appearing 
in the Fort Dodge Messenger on May 7. 
The reasons apparently coincide with 
safety. However, Mike M. Cellers, the 
state's safety commissioner was not 


clear as to how safety was involved with 
his first major act in his new position. 
Section 321.192 gives him the power 
"to impose restrictions in issuing drivers 
licenses whenever there appears good 
cause." The act sets a fine of $100 
and/or 30 days in jail for failure to wear 
a helmet. 

According to Winters, the only area 
in which failure to wear a helmet comes 
into the scene is with riders who are 
struck by flying objects. In this respect, 
a report from New York states that in 
1967, of the 5184 motorcycle accidents 
in the state, only four were caused by 
matter entering the rider's eye. 

Motorcycle fatilities in Iowa last year 
totaled only 41, and thus far this year, 
only seven have occurred. 

Winters, as a spokesman for the 
AMA, believes this action by the state 
safety commissioner is-unconstitutional. 
He suggests state residents to 
immediately write or wire their 
disapproval to Gov. Robert Ray, State 
Capitol, Des Moines, Iowa. 

In other areas: Connecticut's House 
of Representatives have voted 133 to 20 
in favor of repealing that state's current 
Helmet Law. 


MINI RIDER DISMISSED 
TORRANCE, CAL., April 28, 1971 — 
Tom  Cosgrove, cited recently for 
creating a disturbance while riding a 
mini bike near his motorcycle 
dealership, had his case dismissed today 
because the prosecution could not come 
up with a complaint. 

Municipal Judge Thomas Fredericks 


made the ruling when Los Angeles 
County Deputy District Attorney 
Nikola Mikulicich was unable to 


produce proof that Cosgrove, owner of 
Pacific Coast Honda, had in fact made a 
disturbance by creating “noise, dust, or 
exhaust ‘fumes’ as the county ordiance 
stipulates.

On The Berkshire Trail <

CUMMINGTON, MASS., May 15-16, 
1971 — For all its apparent population 
density, New England has some of the 
finest motorcycle trails in the world. 
Every year since 1965 the Berkshire 
two-day Trials takes some 400 riders 
over 360 miles of woods, roads, 
powerline cuts and two-lane blacktop in 
the heart of the Berkshire Mountains of 
Western Massachusetts. 

The limited entry means that several 
hundred would-be riders are turned 
away. But that has to be, for organizer 
Al Eames, an enduro enthusiast of the 
first water and resident of the area, 
believes that to start any more would 
permanently damage the trials because 
of overuse. As it is, nature restores the 
Berkshire course in a couple of months; 
but for awhile you can tell that 800 
knobbies have gnawed it. 

I rode a 35-mile stretch of the course 
on Friday before the run along with 
co-organizer Bob Hicks and a contingent 
of reporter-types. The terrain, Bob 


explained, was typical of the Berkshire 
Trials; a bit more scenic than most. It 
was fun to ride at our leisurely pace. 
The trail was fresh and crossed beaver 
ponds, 
draws, 


rocky mountain 
tight 
gees 


leaped up 
shaked through 









scrub 








growth and plunged down a steep 
powerline switchback. It was my first 
experience riding the New England trails 
I'd heard so much about — and I loved 
it. 

“We don’t think you have to make an 
enduro a body-breaker to make it a 
good one,” Hicks explained, pausing to 
staple up new arrow where one had 
been removed by an over-zealous 
citizen. “Toward the end it gets 
psychological.

RED ARROW ENDURO:SNOW & GO

TUOLUMNE, CAL., May 16, 1971 — 
The Sonora M.C. staged its annual Red 
Arrow Enduro this Sunday, but it’s hard 
to tell whether the riders or the club 
had the more difficult time. The club is 
running into the same sort of hassles 
that are plaguing many California clubs, 
namely securing enough good land to 
stage a run. Their winter enduro was 
cancelled by the Forest Service because 
in their opinion it was “too wet” 
although the club felt that it was just 
about right. 

When it came time for this enduro, 
the club jumped right back in and 
planned a real “toughie.” The first blow 
came with a set of Forest Service 
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restrictions that kept them off of the 
trails and. on fire roads for most of the 
run. The second was that the land 
belonging to the Pickering Lumber 
Company, which they had always used 
in the past was suddenly unavailable 
because of insurance problems. 

Riders who called the club were told 
of the difficulties they were having but 
it didn't seem to matter to them. The 
enduro was sold out practically before it 
was announced. It's getting so that you 
have to have an uncle in the post office 
and a brother in the sponsoring club to 
get an entry in a run these days. The 
Forest Service’s limit on entries isn't 
helping, either. 


When we got camping area, an 
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absolutely beautiful camp just a few 
miles from Tuolumne, we found yet 
another Forest Service bit. No riding in 
‘the camp. Push your bike in and out. 
Not a bad idea, really, but it should 
have come from the club. The weight of 
the Forest “Service” was beginning to 
be oppressive. 

Every area has its own ideas about 
how an enduro should be run and as far 
as I can see, no two of them are alike. 
One of the differences is the amount of 
information supplied at the start. It 
seems to be almost aa tradition that you 
will not find out anything about a run 
beforehand in Northern California 
events. Southern Californians are used

to receiving a sheet of paper when they 
enter the camp area telling them the 
length of the run, the schedule speeds, 
the color of the markings, sometimes 
even the kind of speedometer used for 
measuring mileage. In Northern 
California it seems that the schedule is 
always 24 mph unless its been hailing 
brimstone and you're hub deep in fire, 
so it’s not necessary to make any special 
mention of it. 

When I asked a group of Sonora Club 
members how long the run ways, I 
expected to get the normally evasive 
answer but I was surprised. All three 
answered very cheerfully. ‘70 miles,” 
said the first. “85 miles,” said the 
second. “105 miles,” said the third. 
"Oh," said 1, “Thanks.” Actually, it 
doesn't make any difference since 
everyone else knows as little as you do. 
It's just different. 

The run began with fireroads and fast 
trails and only one tough little section. 
There you had your choice: down in a 
steep-walled gully with an uncertain 
exit or up on top where the only 
problem seemed to be a low hanging 
branch. Turned out there was a dropoff 
on the other sie of the very low hanging 
branch and getting a bike under without 
going over the edge was a real problem. 
And naturally, getting out of the gully 
was easy. 

Holding a 24-mph schedule is not 
easy, even on rutted fireroads and fairly 
easy trails. You have .to push 
continuously if you are not to fall 
slowly but inexorably behind. It doesn’t 
take much to make it impossible for the 
average and beginning riders to fall 
permanently behind. About 25 miles 
into the Sonora run, we started running 
into patches of snow. At first it was 
only small patches, 50 or 100 feet long, 
with a.greasy rut running down the 
middle and very wet mud on either side. 
Gradually the snow got. deeper as we 
steadily climbed higher and higher. 

Before long the snow was so deep 
that the bike's tires could no longer 
chew their way through to solid earth. 
Then it began to be a game of “Find 
some un-rutted section for the bike to 
get some traction." Naturally, with 500 
bikes going through, there wasn't much 
snow left. If you got into one of the 
ruts made by bikes before you, you 
could plan on being there awhile. The 
bike just sort of settled right down to 
the cases, and then, as motion stopped, 
it just froze in place, like it was set in 
concrete. Even a light bike became quite 
heavy under those circumstances and 
heavy bikes threatened to become 
permanent parts of the landscape. The 
usual case wound up with 3 or 4 
exhausted riders pooling efforts, 
slipping and sliding, falling, and being 
drenched by wet slush as they 
attempted to force the bike up the trail. 

Most of the way the ground, hence 
the snow, had been fairly level, but just 
before the end there was a long uphill. 
Quite a few riders, remembering what it 
had taken to go on the level, just gave 
up at the sight of the hill, but it wasn't 
all that bad. Just a lot of work. 

Once over the top of the hill there 
was still snow, but it got to be kind of 
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fun because it was downhill. You 
pointed your front wheel into a rut and 
just turned it on, using your feet for skis 
on either side. Whee! A few times the 
,ruts were really deep so your ski-feet 
were up about level with the gas tank 
and you assumed the same attitude as a 
chopper pilot. Control in that position 
is virtually nonexistant but it didn't 
make too much difference because the 
bike couldn't fall over. It did get a bit 
interesting when you unexpectedly hit 
fallen, buried logs, though... 

At the gas check, about 50 miles out, 
they told us there was no more snow, 
which was a bit of relief. What followed 
was some very, very fast riding on trails 
and fireroads because by this time 
everybody was late and trying to make 
up time. We hit the deepest water 
crossing of the day (about up to the 
axles) and the longest downhill ever. 
Just a few miles before the end we 
-turned onto a narrow trail which was 
laced with low overhanging branches 
and blessed with a very loose surface of 
sand and rock. It was steep enough that 
riding it would have been a challenge if 
it were clear, but with the branches at 
chest height it was impossible to ride. 
Feet down, brakes locked, hands killing 
you, down, down, down, forever. It was 
the longest, continaully steep downhill 
that I’ve ever been down. My guess is 
that we dropped 2,000 feet vertically. 

Technically, the run was well done. 
Distances compared well with mine and 
the times were right on. The marking 
was done by a master of economy. 
There was an arrow every place where 
one was required, but not one was 
wasted. Any guy with an anxiety 
neurosis was in trouble because there 
weren't any markings to speak of except 
on turns. You could go quite a ways 
without seeing an arrow but just about 
the time you decided-to turn around 
there was another red arrow. Very well 
done, but sparse. No one that I spoke to 
got lost or had any trouble finding the 
course. ; 

Everyone seemed to enjoy the run, 
which means that they found it 
challenging and interesting. But the 
snow saved it. If the snow had melted it 
would have been a disaster. And it 
would have been a disaster that could 
have been laid at the feet of the Forest 
Service, not the sponsoring Sonora M.C. 
You can’t put on an enduro worth 
riding if you're restricted to dirt roads. 
It seems to me that the Sonora Club is 
to be highly commended for making the 
very best possible of a poor situation, 
and possibly even more, for not 
“blowing their cool.” They are carrying 
on continuing negotiations with both 
the Forest Service and the Pickering 
Lumber Company in the hopes of being 
able to put on good runs in the future 
without having to rely on the vagaries of 
snow, although the vagaries of snow 
might be easier to live with than the 
vagaries of insurance companies and 
lumber companies and the ponderous 
U.S. Forest Service. The Sonora Club 
had good luck anda good run this time. 
Let's wish them more of the same.

Team Motocross-- from 


By Larry Ulrich 

Ah, here it is the 30th of April and 
we're making the 350 mile drive from 
Bend, Ore., to Orondo, Wash., to ride in 
the annual *Team Motocross" at Daroga 
Park. My partner, Ray Crane and I have 
looked forward to this since last year 
when we rode this event. We decided to 
start on Friday this year, practice 
Saturday, race Sunday and head for 
home Monday morning. 

We pulled into Darago Park Friday 
afternoon and set up camp in the 
campgrounds. A more beautiful spot 
would be hard to find, as this park is on 
the Columbia River with a secluded 
swimming hole and boating spot. Camp 
sites are divided by tall cottonwood 
trees and with a big washroom in the 
middle of the park, complete with 
showers and even a washer and dryer. 

We unload the bikes and decide to 
take a few laps on one of the finest 
motocross tracks in the Northwest. This 
track is deep sand, about a mile and a 
half around and is completely covered 
by a sprinkler system. 

Back to camp for a leisurely evening 
of bench racing, as more riders are 
showing up to camp and ride the “team 
motocross". 

Saturday is another day of leisure, 
alternating between tinkenng with the 
bikes, practicing on the track and bench 
racing. 

Sunday morning at 8 a.m. the first 
2-stroke fires up. Then another and 
another and another and anybody that 
drank too much last night is probably 
sorry and cussin' right about now. 

At 9 a.m. the lightweights finished 
practice and it is time for the 
heavyweight practice. Just 2 classes 
today. 0-175 and 176-up. Each class will 
run three, 1 hour motos. That’s right, 1 
hour motos on one of the roughest 
tracks in the country. It's called “team 
motocross" because you sign up as a 
team, usually two riders and two bikes, 
and you swap anytime during the moto. 
If one bike breaks down you can 
continue with the other one. 

At 10:15 and the lightweight class is 
started. They use a rubber band start 
here, which seems real fair, but I still 
prefer a flag start as I enjoy trying to 
figure a flagman out and usually get a 
good scratch. Besides a good flagman 
lends something to the atmosphere of 
the thing. However, I’m not worried 
about a good start today, because I have 
my partner Ray all pumped up to start 
all three motos. After two broken arms 
last year, starting line traffic still bugs 
me a little. 

As time for the heavyweight moto 
draws close Ray and I are getting a little 
nervous wondering if my brand new, 
almost zero miles 360 Yamaha MX will 
hold up in this deep sand and high 
temperatures and if his 250 AJS will cut 
the mustard. 

Time for our moto to start and Ray 
gets on the starting line. I get into my 
gear, ready to go in case he has trouble 
on the line. They're off, Ray running 
about fifth or sixth out of thirty-four 
teams. Around the first 180-degree turn, 
over a jump and into a hard right 
hander. Down goes Ray and some guy 
uses his Ajay for traction. Ray is back

up and fighting mad in about 20th 
position and starts passing bikes like 
crazy. He works his way up to about 
10th and thinks, “Larry, you get out 
here and race with these fools for a 
while". 

I pull onto the track and find it is 
torn up a bit by the lightweight class. 
Park owner Bert Iler dragged the track 
Saturday night to remove big holes, but 
they are appearing already. Great fun, I 
think I'll wheelie over this series of 
holes. Neat, look at me go. Hey, who’s 
this guy going by me on the outside??? 
Number 20, Mike Claphan or Mike 
Welsh lapping me already. WOW. 

Bikes broke down all around the 
track. Some with loaded engines from 
lugging in the foot deep sand and 85 
plus degree temperatures. Here comes 
the sand hill, 50 feet high and looks 
straight down. Guess I'll land half way 
down. Super fun! Claphan and Welsh 
are jumping their 400 Huskies almost to 
the bottom. Oh-oh, who's this lapping 
me now? Bert Iler. Bert runs the show 
here and was not going to ride but at 
the last minute decides he should. NO 
PARTNER. All by himself he rides 
three one-hour motos in the hot sun and 
deep sand. He must be made of iron. I 
find out later he earned seventh overall 
riding by himself...I’m lucky to ride 15 
minutes before I have to turn it over to 
Ray. 

Second moto is pretty uneventful 
except I load my engine for a couple of 
minutes when trying to lap some slower 
riders. 

Third moto and we are getting tired. I 
swear some of those holes must be three 
feet deep. I’m starting to run a gear 
lower because I’m getting too tired to 
hang on at high speed and the track is 
getting super rough. No problem with 
dust, still a fine motocross track and 
really takes endurance to ride fast all 
day. 

Oh-oh, there goes Claphan or Welsh 
again. Sure hard on the ego to have 
these kids lap this old man two or three 
times during the hour. The only revenge 
I get is when I lap other riders. 

Ray and I worried for nothing about 
our bikes, as they both performed 
flawlessly.

Desert Riders Suffer 
‘Worst Lime Job’--J.N. 


By Dick Wright 

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., May 16, 
1971 — The first tip-off that this was 
one of those rough Hare & Hounds, 
where a lot of riders get lost and miss 
checks, was when J. N. Roberts had a 
good lead at the first gas check, and 
stopped long enough to say “this was 
one of the worst lime jobs I have ever 
seen." 

After Roberts came into the pits all 
hell broke loose. The riders came from 
all over, and most of them had trouble 
finding their pits. Also, the word was 
out that a lot of riders ran out of gas 
about five miles out. Some estimated 
the first loop to be around 55 miles 
around. 

Also in the first loop was a 12-mile 
fire road. It was on this road that Tom 
Poteet was dicing with J.N. Roberts for 
the lead when he came over a rise and 
all of a sudden the course made a sharp 
left turn. Poteet didn’t make the turn 
and ended up in a deep ditch. He was 
knocked out, but should be OK after a 
week’s rest. To quote Poteet “The

TITANIUM OUT 

Tom Clark, Director of Professional 
Racing .for the AMA, announced 
recently that titaniam will not be 
allowed in the construction of frames, 
axles, or other parts of motorcycles 
used in AMA competition. Investigation 
shows that this material has a tendency 
to crack in areas where it has been 
scratched or dented. 

This with the fact that titaniam can 
only be welded under ideal conditions, 
and by highly trained people with 
special equipment, does not make it 
practical for common usage, he reports.

It was once again a DeSoto-Tripes 
duel in the second 250 moto. For the 
first few laps it was John out in front 
with Marty giving chase. Then DeSoto, 
who has never learned to crash just a 
little bit, did a super smasho on a fast 
downhill section. The tough Hawaiian 
was up and walking shortly but he had 
to retire for the day. Tripes went on to 
win with Maico mounted Mike Cram 
second, 

Even before DeSoto was out of the 
running in the 500 class, Rob Norgaard 
only needed a second to take the win. 
Randy Roche took the lead on his 
Maico at the drop of Stu Peters’ green 
flag and led Norgaard all the way until 
the last lap. Even though Rob could 
have been content to coast in second 
and take the win, that wasn't good 





enough for him. He zoomed into the 
lead in time to take the flag and the 
class cash. 

Marty Tripes didn't have to work as 
hard in the last leg of the 250 class and 
his win here cinched the overall victory 
for him. Mike Cram was second and 
Gary Harris was third. 

Bill Urban screamed to wins in the 
first two. 125cc Expert motos, and it 
looked like he would do the same in the 
final leg. However, his machine jumped 
out of gear and as he looked at his left 
to find Jim Beauchamp, Jim passed him 
on the right. By the time Urban got it in 
gear Beauchamp was too far out front 
for him to catch.
